Police OfMcers Think Deeming Is Only Try-
ing to Get Back to England.

Loxpox, March 26.—The Liverpool po-
lice who have charge of the Rain Hill case
have no further knowledge of the con-
fession said by a Melbourne paper
to have been made by Deeming than
that contained in press dispatches from
Melbourne. The story of the confession has
caused an immense sensation in the Rain
Hill distriet, but it was not uired to con-
vinee the residents there that Deeming had
killed the women and four children found
at Dinham villa.

THE TEXT OF THE HYPOTHETICAL CASE

NEw Yorx, March 26.—Interest in the
Drayton-Borrowe affalr for the time being
has shifted almost entirely from the two
principal figures to Mr. Harry Vane Mil.
bank, Mr. Borrowe's spirited second, and
the complications with the Due de Morny
and Edward Fox growing out of the pub-
lication of the correspondence of the un-
fought duel. Mr. Milbank has the reputa-

his own statement, there are very serious
misunderstandings between him and Ed-
ward Fox and the Duc de Morny.

The cablegram from Mr. Fox on Friday,
announcing that it was he who had given
out the correspondence for publieation, pro-
voked Mr. Milbank’s condemnation, and his
grievance sgainst the Due de Moray is that
the latter made pmblic the terms of the hy-
pothetical case submitted by Mr. Milbank,
on which the Duke decided that Mr. Dray-
ton conld not demand a duel from Mr. Bor-
rowe. .
The Hypothetical Cegs as Stated,

MURDERED BY STRIKERS.

A GTARD AT A STOVE WORKS Ix
STABBED IN THE NECE.

Heo Was a Detectlve Agency Employe and
Threatened Too Often to Shoot—Three
Men Attack Him and Pat Him Out of
the Way.

NEw YoORE, March 20.—[Special. ]—A
man, supposed to be Buri T. Arnold, an
employe of & detective agency in Brooklyn,
who was working for the Simonds Maou-
facturing Compsny in Long Island City,
was murdered to-night by a gang of strikers
while he was on his way to the factory.

The Simonds Company makes stoves, and
its works were built about a year ago, out

on the meadows between Greenpoint snd
Blissville. A strike began a month ago in
'the factory, and the molders—about 30—
went out. There were threats made, and

the molders kept a picked guard of a

dozen or more men to intercept any new

workmen who might seek employment in
their places.

The company set its own guard around ils
property, day and night. The man supposed
to be Arnold was one of the men thus em-

1o He was about 24, more than szix
eet tall, nnd the police say he angered the

strikers by walking around his beat outside
the works with a big pistol sticking in his
belt, and threatening to shoot anyone who
interfered with him.

Arnold went to the ¥actory every night
about 6 o'clock. He was on his way there
%o-niﬁ;ht trdhen he 'i“ nuu:eﬂri He bad a
uncheon done up in paper, and a cartri
belt around bispw.ist, but lp]‘llmllydﬁ:
weapon with him.

One witness says he saw three men strug-
ling with Arnold. One had hold of his
egs, another had him sround the waist

and a third was climbing upon his neck.

Then Arnold fell. He had been stabbed in

the neck, severing the jugular. Several ar-

rests have been made.

SLOW HORSES MADE SPEEDY.

ELECTRIC SPURS UBED ON A WORN-
OUT RACING NAG.

A Hundred-to-One Ehot Brought In Win-
ner by an Electrician’s Invention—Jeal-
ousy of a Rival Canses the Snap to Be

Glven Away.
KNEw Yorg, March 26 —[ Special. }—When
Electrician P. Tobin bought the old rscing
horse Gyda last October Guitenburg horse-
men smiled. Tobin was green, and the
sharps thought heshad been taken in. Gyda
had been a good horse in her day,
but she was old and was weak-
fust. In  one of the
first races in which the horse wan entered
she ran slowly until she got to the stretch,
when she fi abead with a marvelous
burst of speed and won the race. She paid
her backers 100 for L

Horsemen thought Gyda’s §ne form rather
suspicions, but they did n l“eﬂ.lg:a.
The horse did nothing extrao m
that day on until last Friday. Jockey
Cook then rode her at five pounds over-
weight. The race was five-sighths of
A mile. At the start Gyda was fifth
At the one-eighth she was sixth. Passing
the quarters be ran fourth. On reaching the
three-eighth Cook dropped his whip and
fumbled in his jacket. Buddenly the old
mare shot forward like a frightened deer.
She was third at the thre-eeighth and was
gaining at the half.

Cook fumbled with his.fnnaket again, and
Gyda lost nnd. In vain Cook tore at his
blouse and used his cpurs. The horse was
run out, she finished last. When Cook re-
turned to weigh out his overweight was
nine pounds instead of five pounds. He
waa searched. “An electrical apparatus was
found under his jockey dress. This

aratus consisted of a leather belt four
nehes wide, fastened st the ends by long
leather thongs.

On either side of the belt there were four
metal cells the size of the cartridges used in
a 10-bore gun. Each of these cells con-
tained a fiuid, The tops of the cells were
sealed with lead, and two wires protruded
from each covering. The wires trom the
four cells on the right side of the: belt
ran into an insulated wire about four
feet long. This wire ran down Cook’s leg,
throngh a small hole in the back of his
boots, and was attached to the spur. The
wires connected with the cells on the lett
were arranged in the same manner. When
Jockey Cook started the elestricity by
turning the lever and stuek his spurs into
Gyda, the old mare felt the thugling of the
electriclty and jumped forward to get away.

Tobin attribu the overweight to a
leather pad slipped under the saddle by
some stable boy who disliked him or was
Jjealous of Cook.

Owner, horse and trainer were expelled
from the track,

TESTS OF PROJECTILES.

Two Unsucoessful Ones of & John Ericsson
Fatent—A FPaeomatic Gua Oarriage
Trial That Tarned Oat All Right.

New Yorx, March 26.—The Ericsson
gun sod submarine projectile, invented
years age by John Eriesson, have been
tested at Ft. Wadsworth, The gun used
mpfeead together from the old cast iron
Ericsson gun, which was once mounted
on the Destroyer. The principle of the
weapon is to project with accuracy a large
charge of high explosive for =
long distance without danger from
premature explosion, while the projectile
as soon as it strikes the water shoots under
the water for a certain distance, convertin
itself into what is virtually a Whiteb
torpedo.

o tests were carried on by the Board of
Ordoence and Fortifieation, under General
H. L. Avbot. The first shot was unsuccess-
ful. The projectile desdcribed a eurve,
and when it sank below the sur-
fuce it did not appear agaio, as it
had beeu arranged to do, so that it could be
recovered. The steering apparatus
ently refused to work, and the projectile
was lost in the bay. The second shot was
also unsuccessful, as the pnﬂtctile broke
when it struck the water. The next test
will take place soon.

General Abbot went to the Sandy Hook
army ordoance proving grounds to witness
the tests with the pneumatic disappearing
gun carriage, made for the Pneun-
matic Gun Carriage and Power Company, of
Washington, by the South Boston Iron
Works. The tests were satisfactory to Gen-
eral Abbot, as far they went. The trisls
are merely to determine whether the car-
riage shall be paid for by the Government.

An Ancient Historic ¥laca Uncovered.

ATHENS, March 26.—The workmen em-
ployed on the excavations at Sparta by Dr.
Waldstein, of the American Archaeologic
Bchool, have discovered the circular build-
ing at that place mentioned by Epimenid.
